The report 
has never since been 
made, and the colonel was careful to 
point out as he handed out the state­ 
ment. that, although all the memoran­ 
da have been In the possession of 
president Taft for nearly four years, 
“ he has taken no action except that 
now taken five days before the Massa 
chusetts prim ary.” 
Mr. Roosevelt was careful to point 
to his last argument that “ if the action 
taken in the harvester trust did se­ 
cure the good will of that trust or <W 
any other Morgan interests for any­ 
body it secured their good wilt for Mr. 
Taft," who, the colonel asserted, he 
then expected would run fo, the nom­ 
ination in HU S. 


W ashington, April 26.— It was estab­ 
lished b e yond any question in the sen­ 
ate committee investigating the Titan­

Quarterm aster 
Rowe, 
who 
was among the last to leave the sink­ 
ing ship, sw ore that he read the ship's 
log just before leaving the vessel and 
that it registered 260 knots, indicating 
its run from noon of Sunday until the 
time the accident occurred. 
He also 
declared that the iceberg scraped the 
entire starboard side of the Titanic 
and that from his position on 
the 
bridge on the stern of the boat he was 
apprehensive lest the bridge itself be 


torn away by the berg. 
A ll the able seamen and stokers who 
were e x am in ed testified with startling 
unanimity to having seen the light of 
another ship within from three to five 
miles of the Titanic. 
It was impossb 
blo to shake them in this belief, and 
several declared that they could not 
only see the lights of the ship, but also 
ber motion as she rode the waxes. 
This testimony is corroborative of that 
given by Officer Boxball, who told of 
having seen the mast light and side­ 
lights of a vessel which he e stim a te d 
to be five miles away and which he 
signalled for an hour from the bridge 
of th© Titanic, flashing calls for help 
in the Morse code and sending up 


rockets. 
Captain Sm ith’s Last Message. 


Captain Sm ith’s mess* liger told of 
a mysterious note that he carried I rom 
Captain Smith to the chief engineer of 
the Titanic after the collision, and in 
this co n n ectio n recited the interesting 
facts that the lights in the stokers’ 
room were out in fifteen minutes after 
the ship struck the iceberg,

know n, it is believed by members of 
the committee and others who have! 
learned of it, that it contained an or­ 
der from the captain to the chief en­ 
gineer to start the pumps.

Harold C. Cottam, the w ireless opera- 
tor on board the C a rp a lia , were ex­ 
amined and wireless messages were 
introduced in evidence showing that 
officers of the Marconi company had 
instructed their wireless operators on 
the Carpathia to hold the details of

declared that he disapproved of them.
